According to Mayor Slothower, a 


great share of the parking meter 
income is transferred to the gen- 
eral fund supplementing the regu 
lar tax income of the city. 


According to law, it is not pos^ 


sible to transfer 
money derived 


from special levies to the general 
fund. But, it is legal to use meter 
income for corporate purposes. 


A few years ago. this was 


frowned upon until the supreme 
rourt found that It WHS lawful to 
use meter money for purposes 
other than maintaining meters 
and adding off-street parking.

From the $29.000 expected to be 


collected in 1953-54. about $5,000 
may be used to help offset a water 
company bill of $18,000 for fire 
protection service. 


Another $10,000 is anticipated to 


be used by the department of pub- 
lic health and safety. About $3.000 
may go into the department of 
streets ajid public improvements. 


In the realm of off-street park- 


ing, S7.900 of this year's meter 
money will he used to pay for 
the demolition and removal of 
the, church formerly on the lot 
HCTO-.N from the city hall, and 
for the competition of the park-

vised plans whereby Additional off- 
street parking is provided and 
maintained by using meter fund 
money, Dixon officials and those 
of other cities contend that the 
city must use the money to help 
offset coi porate expenses.

Soviet Forces

Sit-Down, Return to Jobs 


BERLIN (^P)—Tough Soviet martial law apparently 


cracked workers' resistance in East Berlin today and men be- 
gan returning to their jobs for the first time sirtce Wednes- 
day's bloody revolt against the Communist government. 


A Soviet machinegun bar- 


rier divided the tense eastern 
and western sectors of Berlin 
but a semblance of normal 
traffic of workers could be 
seen from the frontier. 


West Berlin Lord Mayor Ernst 


Reuter appealed for top level Al- 
ied meetings with the Russians to 
rescue the Soviet sector from the 
grip of Red Army troops. 


Demand Blockade Knd

Tonight's Meeting

MUNSAN (IP)— The Com- 


munists said late tonight they 
have "an important subject 
to discuss" when Red and Al- 
lied truce negotiators meet in 
a few hours in a full-dress 
crisis session that may deter- 
mine the fate of an armistice. 


This was the only hint of the 


reason behind the Red request for 
a meeting at 11 a.m. Saturday (9 
p.m. Friday (CDT) at Panmun 
jom. 


There has been speculation the 


negotiators might approve f i n a l 
truce details or that the Reds may 
protest President Syngman Rhee's 
defiant release of about 26,000 anti- 
Red Korean prisoners. 


Heard on Kadio 


The Red comment came in a 


Chinese language broadcast by the 
official 
Peiping radio heard 
in 


Tokyo. It said Gen. Nam II, chief 
Red delegate, called the meeting 
because the Communists "have an 
important subject to discuss"." 


The Red radio earlier accused 


the U. S. and South Korea of col- 
laborating to free the prisoners.

DeKalb Voters Turn Down 
School District Tax Hike 


Proposal Is Defeated by Narrow • 
Margin; Board Vows Economy 


DEKALB—(Special)—Proposals to increase tax rates 21 cents each 


in the elementary and high school districts were defeated here in a 
special election Thursday by fewer than 85 ballots in each district. 


The board of education today, in 


a joint statement members said 
was prompted by the failure of 
the-tax boosts to be approved, an- 
nounced that all scheduled pay 
raises for teachers next term will 
be cancelled. The statement also 
disclosed that the city's three kin- 
dergarten classes will not be con- 
ducted and that its fleet of 10 
school busses will not be operated. 


The boards had declared before 


the election that "certain" func- 
tions would have, to be discontin- 
ued in the schools if the schools 
were not provided more money 
with which to operate next term. 


High school district voters de- 


feated the tax hike by 81 votes. 
The tally was PBS votes opposed 
to 887 approving. 


In the grade school district the 


proposal was defeated by 82 votes. 
The totals there were 952 opposed 
to 870 favoring the increase. 


The proposed 21-rent hike would 


have brought the high school tax 
rate to 76 cents per $100 of assess- 
ed valuation, and the grade school 
rate to 97 cents. 


The election "was the second held 


here within a month on similar 
propositions. In balloting May 2t, 
voters in each district approved 
the tax boosts on one ballot and 
defeated them on another. Two 
ballots had been issued each., voter 
by both of the two districts, with 
the proposition stated in slightly 
different wording on each ballot to 
avoid legal complications. 


Because of the conflicting deci- 


sions registered by the voters, the 
election was declared void. 


Each voter yesterday was given 


but one ballot by each district.

26,000 Anti-Reds 
Flee to Freedom; 
Marines Wounded 
SEOUL (/P) — New and 


bloody mass breaks from Al- 
lied stockades today swelled 
to nearly 26,000 the legion of 
anti-Communist war prison- 
ers liberated in South Korea's 
bold defiance of the U. N. 
command. 


More than 1,800 bolted from five 


prison camps and a hospital Thurs- 
day night and early today on the 
heels of .those ordered released 
Wednesday by President Syngman 
Rhee of the Republic of Korea. 


U. N. Command headquarters in' 


Tokyo placed at' 25,952 the total 
Koreans escaping in the past two 
days, and 9,398 those anti-Red Ko- 
reans remaining in custody. 


Battle Marines 


Those making the break early 


today included 494 who battled U.S. 
Marines at Ascom City camp, near 
Seoul's big port of Inchon on the 
west coast. The U. N. Command 
said the Leathernecks had replaced 
ROK guards at the camp. 


Whether the mass'releases and 


breaks for freedom would wreck 
the two year-old armistice nego- 
tiations—now in their lllh hour- 
remained to be seen.

The Supreme court today 
refused to grant a new tem- 
porary stay of execution to 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, 
the atom spies awaiting ex- 
edition. The stay had been 
asked to permit time for 
the White House to act on 
a new plea for executive 
clemency. 


WASHINGTON UP)—By a 


6 to 3 vote, the Supreme court 
struck down today the legal 
barrier thrown up by Justice 
William O. Douglas against 
the execution of Atomic spies 
Julius and Ethel"Rosenberg. 


The 
decision 
was 
the 
cli- 


mactic one for the husband and 
wife who have waited on death row 
in New York's Sing Sing prison for 
two years while their fate was a 
battle issue in the courts of the 
U.S. and public opinion the world 
over. 


Soon after the historic 
ruling 


was announced here, U. S. Mar- 
shal William A. Carroll said in 
New York that 30 p.m. CDT, to- 
night had been tentatively set for 
carrying out the death sentences. 


Keject Douglas 


Today's court decision rejected 


the argument of D o u g l a s that 
there is substantial reason to ques- 
tion whether the Rosenbergs were 
tried under the light law. 


They were .convicted and sen- 


tenced under the Espionage Act of 
1917, but Douglas said the courts 
ought to pass on the question of 
whether they should have been 
sentenced under the 1916 Atomic 
Secrets Act. 


The 6-man majority overturning 


the Douglas stay was made up of 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justices 
Reed, Jackson, Burton. Clark and 
Minion. 


The minority consisted of Doug- 


las and Justices Black and Frank- 
furter. 


Vinson's 'Majority opinion was 


brief. 


It said the court does not doubt 


Douglas had the power to issue the 
stay in the first place. 


But the chief justice said the is- 


sue is whether a substantial ques- 
tion of law exists. And he said th« 
court believes in this case that an- 
swer is no.

Names of the dead were with- 


held. As a result, news agencies 
and n e ws p a p e r s here were 
swamped with calls from frantic 
relatives of men who had written 
home that they were headed for 
leave in Japan. But no names were 
released. 


Presumably none of the victims 


were men whose leaves had been 
cut short because of the emer- 
gency created by South Korea's 
release of thousands of anti-Com- 
munist prisoners in Korea. 


The Globemaster crashed about 


three minutes after taking off in 
murky weather from Taehikawa 
Air Base,'~25 miles west of Tokyo.

Many Craft in Atom War?

WASHINGTON (M—In World War 


II, Japan was hit by U. S. air 
force raids ranging up to 900 
planes in strength. But single 
planes dropping single a t o m i c 
bombs jarred the enemy into final 
surrender. 


Today the U.S. has stockpiled 


atomic bombs far mor« destruc- 
tive than the bombs that exploded 
over Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


President Eisenhower said re- 


cently that three aircraft 
with 


"modern weapons"—the a t o m i c 
bombs—"can practically duplicate 
the destructive power of all the 
planes we unleashed in the great 
breakout 
from 
the 
Normandy 


beachhead." 


This being true, why shouldn't 


the air force trim down the size 
of its planned force rather than 
insist on an immediate decision to 
build up to 343 wings? 


Not Related 


But the air force, argues the 


number of planes needed cannot 
be related to the power of the 
atomic bomb in this fashion. 


Gen. 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg. air 


force chief of staff, told senators 
the air force must use the same 
number of planes to get atom 
bombs crs ?. target as it needs to 
deliver the old type bombs on a 
target. He explained this is so be- 
cause the bomber formations have 
interlocking fir'e to protect each 
other and insure delivery of the 
bombs. 


However, there are some who 


are skeptical of the Vandenberg 
argument. Part of this skepticism 
can be tiaced to past air force 
estimates of needs. 


Cuts !»0 Planes 


The air force first advocated a 


goal of 155 wings in August, 1951, 
and estimated it %vould have 22,790 
planes to equip them. Two months 
later, it figured the number of 
planes to equip 143 wings would 
total 22,700. Thus while dropping 
12 wings in the planning, only 90 
planes were eliminated. 


Also, at one time the air force 


estimated it would need 1,900,000

EDC Goal Must Be Won by 
Persuasion, Not Hand-Slaps 


There have been some striking examples this year of 


congress attempting to practice foreign policy tfy reprisal, 
a sort of "slap hands across the sea" approach. 


Some time back a serious effort was made to attach to 


a standard appropriation bill a rider stipulating that if the 
UN should admit to membership any aggressor country 
(such as Red China), the U. S. should cut off all financial 
support for the world organization. 


The personal intervention of President Eisenhower pre- 


vented final approval of this punitive proposal. 


Now the house foreign affairs committee has approved 


an amendment to the foreign aid bill that would call for with- 
holding more than SI billion in assistance if the European 
army is not created in the coming year.

Admittedly the European defense community is a major 


objective of the total western defense program. There is no 
question, either, that serious concern is felt over the fact 
that thus far only Western Germany has ratified EDC. 


But the compliance of the other five West European par- 


liaments cannot be bought for $1 billion, or any price at all. 
The idea that they should respond to this kind of dollar pres- 
sure is fantastic. 


Nothing could be better calculated to fuel the Commu- 


nist propaganda claim that the United States is practicing 
dollar imperialism. It is exactly designed to .delay, not speed 
up, the ratification of the defense pact. 


For one of the chief obstacles to that goal is the reluct- 


ance of European nations to enter an arrangement they be- 
lieve will cut sharply into their national sovereignty. None 
takes eagerly to the idea of having an international body— 
the EDC—exercise authority over a substantial portion of 
their armed forces.

Imagine the furor that would arise in congress if Amer- 


ica were being asked to join aif international army. It is a 
big step, hard for any nation. Yet these same U. S. lawmak- 
ers seem to think it is perfectly all right for them to demand 
that others do whatrthey are not willing to do. Tfiey would 
even penalize the failure to do it. 


If this objective is to be achieved, it must be won by per- 


suasion. It cannot be enforced by the dictate of irritated 
American lawmakers. 


Evidence indicates the senate will show a keener appre- 


ciation of this fact than many house members have exhibited, 
though it was the senate which promoted the Red China-UN 
rider. 


Fair-minded Americans probably are hoping that this 


will be the last misguided effort by the congress to rap Euro- 
pean nations on the knuckles with a ruler. We are supposed 
to be partners, not teacher and pupil.

West opened the king of hearts, 


and South won with the ace. South 
hastily cashed the ace of clubs 
and continued with the ace and 
king of spades. When South next 
Jed a low spade, West could see 
what was going on. 


It was evident that South intend- 


ed to take discards on dummy's 
high clubs. 


Only one defense had any chance 


to succeed, so West adopted it. He 
ruffed the third spade with the 
ace of diamonds. - 


West could then cash one heart 


trick, and eventually his partner 
got a second trump trick to defeat 
the contract. 


The hand was played in a Com- 


mercial league team match in 
New York, and at the other table 
Tom Curley, of the Bell Labora- 
tories' team, managed to make his 
contract of five diamonds against 
the same opening lead. The differ- 
ence was that Curley didn't make 
his intention clear and therefore 
didn't force the opponents to find 
the right defense. 


After winning the first trick with 


the ace of hearts. Curley cashed 
the ace and king of spades. He had 
intended to take the ace of clubs 
next, but he changed his mind 
when West dropped the queen of 
spades. 


Leaving the ace of clubs in his 


own hand, declarer led a low 
spade towards dummy. West saw 
no danger and no reason to ruff, 
so he merely discarded a low club. 
Dummy ruffed, and declarer re- 
turned to his hand in the most 
natural way with the ace of clubs. 


When Curley now led another 


low spade, West still didn't see 


the danger. He discarded another 
club, and declarer was able to 
ruff again in dummy. Now he 
could cash the king of clubs to 
discard his losing heart. 


The rest, of course, was quite 


easy.

magazine nor will we accept your 
editorial as paid advertising," the 
telegram said. 


Were this ordinary repartee be- 


tween an irresponsible periodical 
seeking public notice, however bad, 
and a typical small-town,guardian 
of local pride, it would deserve 
little attention. But a queer omi- 
nous phenomenon is at work here, 
the formidable influence of the 
China-Boy Luce 
properties and 


their revealed animus to truth, 
seemliness and the English lang- 
uage. 


Luce is a 
loner, a strangei 


among men, with 
few friends, 


who, unlike some other aloof giants 
of journalism, notably Hearst and 
McCormick, nevertheless has eag 
crly sought and, through his wife, 
accepted a political pay-off for 
supporting a candidate for presi 
dent. He may not speak for Ike 
but he certainly doesn't 
speak 


against him and it remains to be 
seen whether he ever •will—unless 
Ike, in time, decides that he has 
paid Luce in full and lets Clare 
out of her embassy in Rome. 


The growth of the Luce axis 


has been phenomenal but by no 
means benign. 
He certainly did 


help Ike but h* did so concur- 
rently with vigorous blows in aid 
and comfort of Charlie Chaplin 
and other scandalous Reds while 
Ike and Clare were crying out 
against the Kremlin. His studious 
mutilation of the forms of gram- 
mar stands in contrast to his im- 
pudence in presuming to take a 
firm hand in the direction of pub- 
lic education.

You will quickly discover that 


the swing with the long irons is a 
little more upright than with a 
wood. 


Yet it is not quite as upright as 


with the medium or short irons. 


Close the stance somewhat with 


the 1, 2 and 3 irons. 


Draw the right foot back about 


an inch from the intended line of 
flight. 


This is just the opposite of the 


shift we made with the 
short 


irons. 


With the extended shaft in the 


long iron, you automatically gain 
moie body pivot, a longer back- 
swing and generate more power. 


The ball is moved forward from 


the short iron position about an 
inch behind where you had it for 
the driver. 


The grip remains the same as 


for the other shots. 


Start the club back low to the 


ground, the same as on other 
shots. It stays low longer than 
short irons do, but not quite as 
much as the woods. The cocking 
of the wrists begins when they 
are about waist high. The longer 
shaft 
will 
take the club back 


farther on the backswing than it 
did with the shorter irons. 


There is a slight difference in 


the downswing from that with 
woods. With the latter, you used 
more of a sweeping motion, espe- 
cially with the driver. Long irons

fuller wood head and the more 
compact slender blade of the iron, 
as well as the loft. 


The follow through is the same 


for the long nons as it is for the 
woods. 


Don't ever quit on a long iron 


shot. Let the clubhead follow after 
the ball to a complete finish. 


Quitting on the shot here can 


become fatal, with the ball shoot- 
ing off into a minimum of distance 
and a maximum of trouble.

Naguib. would serve as president 
and premier until the end of the 
three'- year "transitional period" 
set up early this year. After that, 
the proclamation continued, "The 
people will have the last word in 
choosing the shape of the republic, 
designating a new president when 
a 
plebiscite on the constitution 


takes place."

U. S. Seizes 
War Surplus

LONG BEACH (.It — The federal 


government has seized a second 
ship here this week in its drive 
against non-American ownership of 
war surplus vessels. 


The 16,500-ton tankship Destiny 


was seized Thursday 'on charges 
that its registration violates fed- 
eral shipping laws. 
The seizure 


took place after the tanker dis- 
charged 113.000 barrels of crude 
oil, brought from Fao, Iraq, and 
.considered to the 
Richfoeld Oil 


Corp. 


A libel action has been filed in 


federal court against the Destiny, 
claiming that it lacks 75 per cent 
American ownership as required of 
war surplus ships sold by the U. S. 
government. The vessel allegedly 
is owned by a Chinese syndicate. 


Last Monday the tanker McKit- 


trick Hills was seized on Long 
Beach Harbor.

public had been expected eince a 
strong tide of anti-monarchint 'feel- 
in broke into the open with the 
departure of Farouk. The change 
wan recommended almost unani- 
mously by a commission which has 
been working on the draft of a new 
constitution. 


The proclamation stripped Fuad 


II, th en-month-old son of Farouk, 
of his title as King and all his 
royal relatives of their titles as 
well. A regency had exercised the 
baby's 
nominal 
authority 
here 


since he was proclaimed monarch 
on his father's forced abdication. 


The Council's dramatic procla- 


mation ."in the name of the peo- 
ple" declared the republic had de- 
cided to cast aside "a dynasty 
whose htfPtory was a long series 
of treasons." 


Name* "Villlann" 


Several former monarchs were 


na'med as villians, but the an- 
nouncement 
said 
Farouk 
"sur- 


passed them all with his tyranny, 
his sins and his lack of faith in 
the destiny of the country." 


All members of the royal fami- 


ly were declared commoners. 


Fuad II was the llth nominal 


ruler in the dynasty founded by 
Mohammed Ali, an Albanian sol- 
dier of fortune. 


There is little doubt that the 


decision to scuttle the monarchy 
has popular support. 
The mon- 


archy has left a bitter taste in 
Egyptian mouths. 


Throughout the nearly a century 


and a 
half of monarchic rule, 


Egypt's people have lived in pov- 
erty while their sovereigns piled 
up fantastic riches. Many of them 
squandered the country's resourc- 
esto the point where it was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. 


Rule of Despot 


On top of this came Farouk's 


16-year despotism. 
Assuming the 


throne as a popular youth, Farouk 
soon dissipated his good will by 
Rambling, 
luxurious living 
and 


scandals. Throughout his rule he 
was a playboy, more interested in 
night clubs and collecting esoteric 
art than in affairs of state. 


Egypt was humiliated when its 


armed forces failed ingloriously in 
the 1948 campaign against the tiny 
state of Israel. Army l e a d e r s 
blamed their defeat on defective 
weapons supplied them by profit- 
eering cliques about the King. The 
officers and palace favorites who 
were tried for the alleged fraud 
were acquitted after a long trial, 
however.

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Three-D Sound a Hobby of Oregon Man 
Harry Bates Head of Dixon Phone Co., 'Plays' With Many Gadgets

The sound seemed to come from 


everywhere in the room. 


No longer listening, I felt,that 


I had become part of the tones 
that touched chords of emotion. 


One might call it three-dimen- 


sional. It had depth. 
And, there 


was a quality that absorbed the 
mind in a mist of fantasy. 


When Harry Bates, manager of 


the Dixon Home Telephone com- 
pany, first mentioned his super 
high-fidelity sound amplifier, I was 
intrigued. 


But, not until I journeyed to his 


home in Oregon did I become fas- 
cinated by the idea of 3-D sound, 
there, he had installed one of the 
most 
unique sound 
reproducers 


found in any home m the United 
States. 


He'd a "Bus" 


Bates developed and constructed 


the unit. He considers himself a 
"bug" on tampering with the un- 
known. 
A middle-aged 
man of 


medium build with hair somewhat 
scarce, he's a "victim" of his own 
passion to solve problems. 


The amplifying unit is an ex- 


fcmple of energy expended toward 
that end. 'Not satisfied with mere- 
ly having music in his home, he 
attempted to' give the effect that 
the orchestra also was 
present. 


And. he succeeded! 


Thiee-D sound is a term prob- 


ably best describing the amplify- 
ing 
unit. 
It 
differs, 
however, 


from the impression presented by 
3-D motion pictures. 


The illusion of action 
reaching 


out to the audience is given in 
3-D movies. 


But. a different sensation is in- 


troduced by 3-D sound. 
The list- 


ener is transported, mentally, to 
the very midst 
of the music's 


source. 


Surrounded By Tones 


As I listened to TschaikowsKy's 


1812 Overture, 1 was surrounded 
by tones . . . amid the orchestra. 
The music tumbled into the room 
as if from the walls. 


Bates managed to get this di- 


mensional 
effect 
by "cracking" 


the sounds. 
He broke the multi- 


tude of orchestral tones into sep- 
arate pitch groups. 


To handle the job, five speakeis 


were installed, out of sight, in the 
wall of a first-floor room. Bates 
worked on the theory that a single 
"driver" could not reproduce the 
entire range of tones found in an 
orchestral work. 


One "driver" loses many of the 


sounds heard by persons in the or- 
chestra, 
the - conductor, and 
the 


audience in immediate proximity. 


Normally, the human ear can 


detect sounds as low as a 20-cycle 
note or as high as one of 20.000 
cycles. 
But, ordinaly amplifying 


systems cannot carry the tremen- 
dous load of 20 to 20,000-cycle notes 
without losing or garbling the final 
product. 


Divides I.ojul 


By using a number of "dnvers" 


of various sizes and dividing the 
load by having each handle a pie- 
determined range of tones, clear 
tones, and a dimensional impres- 
sion is facilitated. 


According to the Bates' system, 


one speaker carries tones from 20 
to 200 cycles, another from 200 to 
600, another from 600 to 3,000, and 
the fourth from 3,000 to 20,000. 


And, in order not to lose any 


tones produced, he employs a 
fifth speaker ot folding horn. 


In effect, this gathers the sound 


made behind the "drivers" and 
sends them "balling" into the 
room with the other tones. 


The result gives a listener the 


illusion of being among the musi- 
cians . . . riding the end of a slide 
trombone or perched on the con- 
ductor's baton. 


His sound box is anarhert to the 


radio, television, and recoid play- 
er and all thiee aie connected to 
the super amplifying unit located 
in a single contiol cabinet which 
looks like an end-table. 


Disappearing TV 


Bales also has developed a dis- 


appearing television set . . . that 
is. it can bo removed from sight. 
Actually, the set is stored m a 
sort of "hallway" that leads to 
various rooms. 


When not in use, it's hidden 


above the doorway and against the 
celling. When he wants television, 
presto, a push of a button on the 
control 
cabinet 
lowers 
the set 


ready for viewing . . . no strain 
. . . no pain!
